W ilson 
urged Im m ediate curren cy legislation, 
devoted 
con sid erab le 
space to 
the 
he e d s of the farm ers and referred to 
the 
Mexican 
crisis. 
T he 
S herm an 
an ti-trust 
law, he 
said, should 
b e 
chan ged so tha t its exact m eaning 
w ould b e clearer. 
T he presid ent also 
urged the choice of presid ential nom i­ 
n ees b y the d irect vote of the people 
expressed at prim aries. 
On the Mexi­ 
can situation the presid en t said, in | 
pa rt: 
i 
“T he re can b e no certain prospect of I 
peace in A m erica until G eneral Huer-1 
ta has 
surre n d ered his 
usurped au-i 
thority in Mexico. 
U ntil it is un d er­ 
stood on all hands, indeed, such pre­ 
tend ed govern m en ts will not b e coun­ 
ten anc ed or dealt w ith b y the gov­ 
e rn m e n t of the U nited S tates. 
We are 
the friends of constitution al govern­ 
m e n t in A m erica. 
W e are m ore than 
its friends; we are its cham pions, b e­ 
cause in no othe r way can our neigh­ 
b ors 
to w hom we 
would wish 
in 
every way to m ake proof of our friend­ 
ship w ork out their ow n developm ent 
in peace and lib erty. 
Mexico has no 
govern m ent. 
T he a tte m pt to m aintain 
one a t the City of Mexico has b roken 
<iown, and a m ere m ilitary despotism 
ha s b een 
se t up w hich has 
hardly 
m ore tha n the sem b lance of .national 
authority. 
It originated in the usurpa­ 
tion of V ictoriano H uerta, who, after 
a b rief a tte m pt to play the part ol 
con stitution al president, has at last 
ca st asid e even the preten se of legal 
right and declared him self dictator. 
By his actions H uerta has forfeited 
the respec t and the m oral support 
even of those who w ere a t one tim e 
w illing to see him succeed. 
Little b y 
little he has b een com pletely isolated. 
By a little every day his pow er and 
prestige a re crum b ling, and the col­ 
lapse is not fa r aw ay. 
W e shall not, 
1 b elieve, b e ob liged to a lte r our pol­ 
icy of w atchful waiting. 
And then, 
w hen the end comes, we shall hope 
to see con stitution al ord er restored in 
d istressed Mexico b y the con c ert and 
energy of such of her leaders as pre­ 
fe r the lib erty of the ir people to their 
ow n am b itions.” 


Currency Legislation Urged. 


P re sid e n t W ilson urges the Im m edi­ 
a te passage of curren cy legislation. 
H e a ss e rts tha t b usiness in terests of 
the nation a re w aiting on the expected 
law b efore m aking large new invest­ 
m e n ts or developing resources. 
T he 
presid en t also calls a tten tion to condi­ 
tions as they exist a t present, which 
m ak e It very diillcult for the farm er 
to finance his crop. 
H e urges in his 
an n ual m essage provisions tha t will 
safeguard the farm er, help his credit 
an d preven t a repetition of the neces­ 
sity for the gove rn m e n t to deposit 
large sum s of m oney in the S outhern 
an d W estern sta te s so as to aid the 
producer, as was the case last fall. 
T he pre s id e n t’s policy tow ard the 
Philippines is m ade clear. 
He urges 
the d evelopm en t of the Philippines, al­ 
w ays keeping In view ultim ate inde­ 
pendence of the islanders. 
W hile he 
does not b elieve they are ready for 
self govern m en t today he b elieves tha t 
eventually they will b e. 
He points 
out Im provem ents tha t have recently 
b een m ade b y calling atte n tion to the 
fa c t tha t m ore natives have b een a p­ 
pointed on the Philippine com m ission 
tha n w as the case previously. 
On the q uestion of d irect elections 
the presid en t says: 
"I urge 
the prom pt e n a ctm en t of 
legislation which will provide for pri­ 
m ary elections throughout the coun­ 
try a t which the voters of the sev­ 
era l parties m ay choose their nom i­ 
nees for the presidency w ithout the in­ 
terven tion of nom inating conventions. 
I ven ture the suggestion tha t this leg­ 
islation should provide for the re te n ­ 
tion of party conventions, b ut only for 
the purpose of declaring and accepting 
the verdict of the nrim aries and form u­ 
lating the platform s of the parties, 
and I suggest tha t these conventions 
should consist not of delegates chosen 
for this single purpose, b ut of the 
nominees for congress, the nom inees 
for vacan t sea ts in the sen ate of the 
U nited 
S tates, 
the sen ators 
whose 
term s ha)** 
not yet closed, the nation ­ 
al com m ittees and the can did ates for 
the presidency 
them selves, In order 
tha t 
platform s 
may b e 
fram ed 
b y 
those 
responsib le to the people for 
carrying them Into effect.”

G eneral Jose Ynez S alazar and Uas- 
cual Orozco with m ore than 1,000 fed- 
erals are said to have re tre a te d to 
the m ountains w est of the city and 
hun d red s of civilians, including w om ­ 
en and children, have se t out to walk 
to the U nited S la te s b order. 
B esides b eing 
ihe capital 
of the 
sta te C hihuahua, w ith a population of 
35,000, is the m etropolis of N orthern 
Mexico. 
N eithe r in the M adero revolution nor 
In the presen t uprising has C hihuahua 
b een tak en from the federals. 


Bloody Battle Is Averted. 


Had the reb els reached the city and 
the federals resisted it was b elieved 
tha t a fight In the city would have re­ 
sulted In gre a t loss of life and prop­ 
erty. 
C onditions In the city w ere said to 
b e such tha t life the re w as no longer 
endurab le. T he Spanish viaduct which 
conveyed w ater from 
the m oun tains 
w as reported to have b een destroyed 
and the food supply exhausted. 
G eneral Villa telegraphed d etails of 
the evacuation to G eneral C arran za at 
Hermosillo, sta tin g tha t the proposed 
advance 
of the reb els 
southw ard to 
Mexico City would now b e expedited. 
"T he report of the capitulation of 
C hihuahua is authen tic," said Valla. 
“ It cam e to me in an official dispatch. 
"It is m y purpose now to send a 
force to in tercept M ercedo, w ho la 
fleeing to O jinaga. and also to c a pture 
S alazar and Orozco.”

With this vast sum the governm ent 
will m aintain the b attleships and forts 
and the arm ies in the sta te s and in 
the countries tha t b order the several 
seas; it will keep the scales of jus­ 
tice b alanced, endeavor to retain the 
friendship of foreign nations, look af­ 
te r dom estic prosperity and seek at in­ 
tervals to discover new w ays in which 
to b etter health, im prove living condi­ 
tions and investigate the m erits of the 
thousand new things in in d ustry and 
com m erce tha t come to its attention. 
T he estim ates sub m itted are $22.- 
864.607 in excess of the appropria­ 
tions for the last fiscal year, b ut their 
total falls $39.255,066 b elow the e s ti­ 
m ates for tha t year.

It originated in the usurpa­ 
tion of Victoriano Huerta, who, after 
a brief attempt to play the part ol 
constitutional president, has at last 
cast aside even the pretense of legal 
right and declared himself dictator. 
B y his actions Huerta has forfeited 
the respect and the moral support 
even of those who were at one time 
w illing to see nim succeed. 
Little by 
little he has been completely isolated. 
B y a little every day his power and 
prestige are crumbling, and the col­ 
lapse is not far away. 
W e shall not, 
I believe, be obliged to alter our pol­ 
icy of watchful waiting. 
And then, 
when the end conies, we shall hope 
to see constitutional order restored in 
distressed Mexico by the concert and 
energy of such of her leaders as pre­ 
fer the liberty of their people to their 
own ambitions.” 


Currency Legislation Urged. 


President W ilson urges the Immedi­ 
ate passage of currency legislation. 
He asserts that business interests of 
the nation are waiting on the expected 
law before making large new invest­ 
ments or developing resources. 
The 
president also calls attention to condi­ 
tions as they exist at present, which 
make it very difficult for the farmer 
to finance his crop. 
He urges in his 
annual message provisions that w ill 
safeguard the farmer, help his credit 
and prevent a repetition of the neces­ 
sity for the government to deposit 
large sums of money In the Southern 
and W estern states so as to aid the 
producer, as was the case last fall. 
The president’s policy toward the 
Philippines is made clear. 
He urges 
the development of the Philippines, al­ 
ways keeping in view ultimate inde­ 
pendence of the islanders. 
W h ile he 
does not believe they are ready for 
self government today he believes that 
eventually they will be. 
He points 
out improvements that have recently 
been made by calling attention to the 
fact that more natives have been ap­ 
pointed on the Philippine commission 
than was the case previously. 
On the question of direct elections 
the president says: 
“ I urge the prompt enactment of 
legislation which w ill provide for pri­ 
m ary elections throughout the coun­ 
try at which the voters of the sev­ 
eral parties may choose their nomi­ 
nees for the presidency without the in- 
tervention of nominating conventions. 
I venture the suggestion that this leg­ 
islation should provide for the reten­ 
tion of party conventions, but only for 
the purpose of declaring and accepting 
the verdict of the primaries and formu­ 
lating the platforms of the parties, 
and I suggest that these conventions 
should consist not of delegates chosen 
for this single purpose, but of the 
nominees for congress, the nominees
